Certificates,  Diplomas  and  Seals 

To  any  scholar  of  "  Those  who  cannot  read  "  who 
repeats  the  verses  of  List  I.,  a  pretty  little  Certifi- 
cate, in  colors,  on  stiff  card,  will  be  given. 

To  any  scholar  under  eleven,  repeating  the  verses 
of  List  II  ,  a  pretty  Certificate  in  colors  and  suitable 
for  framing. 

To  scholars  of  eleven  and  over,  a  larger  and  hand- 
some Diploma  in  colors  and  suitable  for  framing, 
for  repeating  the  verses  of  any  one  year  of  the  Three 
Years'  Course,  List  III.  A  Red  Seal  will  be  added 
for  the  verses  of  a  second,  and  a  Golden  Seal  for  the 
verses  of  the  remaining  year.  The  Seals  may  be 
affixed  to  the  Diplomas. 

Recitation 

For  Certificate,  List  I.,  the  prescribed  verses  must 
all  be  recited  at  one  time. 

For  Certificate,  List  II.,  the  half  of  the  verses  may 
be  recited  at  one  time,  and  the  remainder  at  another 
time. 

For  Diploma,  List  III.,  First  Year,  all  the  verses 
must  be  recited  at  one  time  ;  the  same  in  the  case 
of  verses  for  Second  Year,  for  Red  Seal,  and  of 
verses  for  Third  Year,  for  Golden  Seal.
